Environmental Defense Fund’s newest mapping project shows that California’s green 
economy reaches every major metropolitan area in the state. Los Angeles (489), Orange 
(275) and Santa Clara (265) counties have the most businesses in the map’s sectors: low-
carbon energy; energy efficiency; transportation; green building and carbon markets. Mid-size 
and smaller counties are also benefitting, as evidenced by green companies throughout 
Fresno/Tulare (43), Chico (28), Santa Cruz (36) and Truckee (10) counties, among others.
